“They said my blood 
pressure was really high

She checked 
her cell phone for the exact 
time. 

“This battery will soon 
be dead and I don't even 
have the charger.

The Phipps are stay¬ 
ing temporarily with their 
friend, Linda Brumley of 
West Union. 

“The rescue squad did an 
outstanding job. They even 
brought them to my home 
after 4 a.m., from the hos - 
pital," Brumley said. 

The Phipps said they are 
not sure what they should 
do next. The Red Cross vis¬ 
ited them on Tuesday, said 
Tammy Phipps. 

“We are just taking it one 
day at a time," Karen Phipps 
said. It was only a little over 
a month ago when Tammy 


lost her job she had worked 
for 15 years, her mother 
said. 

“Now this fire has taken 
everything I have. We went 
over to it on Tuesday to see 
if we could salvage any¬ 
thing, but the fire depart¬ 
ment said the floor wasn't 
safe," Tammy Phipps said. 

Chief Jerry Kirker of 
West Union Fire Depart¬ 
ment said, “The fire was 
a bad one. It took about 
30 minutes to get it under 
control and we were there 
about two hours for every¬ 
thing. Trucks and emer¬ 
gency personnel answered 
from here, Byrd Township 


in Brown County, Peebles, 
Scott Township, and 
Wayne Township." 

More personnel are an¬ 
swering fires because of 
a need to meet insurance 
standards, he said. 

The Ohio Fire Marshall is 
still investigating the cause 
of the fire, Kirker said.

Cummins asks to drop part 
of lawsuit against Augusta

AUGUSTA | On the eve of a court ap¬ 
pearance in a lawsuit against the city of 
Augusta and Mayor John Laycock, former 
Police Chief Greg Cummins has requested 
the court drop part of his complaint. 

Due in Bracken County Circuit Court at 
n a.m. today, city officials received a copy 
of the official request on Tuesday, which

Grand jury indicts 14

WEST UNION, Ohio | An Adams 
County grand jury indicted 14 people 
on Feb. 9, seven for various charges of 
theft and six for drug possession, ac¬ 
cording to court reports. 

James Chambers, 28, of Hillsboro, 
was charged for alleged aggravated 
drug trafficking and possession of 
drugs while carrying a concealed 
weapon. 

These are felonies of the second -, 
third- and fourth-degree, according to 
Adams County Prosecutor David Kel¬ 
ley. The second-degree felony charge 
can carry a possible prison term up to 8 
years and/or a fine of $15,000. Also, the 
court could include the third-degree 
fine of $10,000 and/or the prison term 
of up to five years, and another fine up 
to $5,000 with additionally prison term 
up to 18 months, according to county 
prosecutor’s office reports. 

Anthony R. Caudill, 21, of Peebles, 
was also indicted for aggravated drug 
trafficking and aggravated possession 
of drugs, both with a specification. 
These are also second- and third-de¬ 
gree felonies, according to prosecutor 
reports. 

In other indictments, the grand jury 
charged: 

• Christopher Young, 25, of West 
Union, one count of breaking and 
entering, a fifth-degree felony. This 


charge is punishable 
with a prison term up to 
two years and/or a fine 
of $2,500. 

• James Anthony 
Bloomfield, 30, of 
Manchester, one count 
of receiving stolen 
property, a fourth-de¬ 
gree felony. This charge 
carries a prison term up 
to 10 months, and/or a 
fine up to $5,000. 

• Michelle Williams, 

26, of West Union, one 
count of heroin pos - 
session, a fifth-degree 
felony. 

• Lisa Grooms, 40, of 
West Union, one count 
of heroin possession, a 
fifth-degree felony. 

• Derek McElfresh, 

18, of Manchester, one count of break¬ 
ing and entering, a fifth-degree felony. 

• Waylon Evans, 32, of Lynx, one 
count of breaking and entering, a fifth- 
degree felony. 

• Stuben Lykins, 41, of West Union, 
one count of breaking and entering, a 
fifth-degree felony. 

• Charles Wilson, 31, of West Union, 
one count of breaking and entering, a 
fifth-degree felony.

CORBIN TAKES STEP 
TO BAN SYNTHETIC 
MARIJUANA 

CORBIN | Officials in a 
southern Kentucky city have 
taken a step toward banning 
synthetic marijuana. 

Corbin officials unani¬ 
mously approved the first 
reading of an ordinance on 
Monday that would make it 
illegal to sell or use the sub¬ 
stance, The Times-Tribune 
reported. 

The vote came after of¬ 
ficials heard from a judge and 
a representative of a federal 
anti-drug initiative who 
said it was needed to protect 
teens and young adults. The 
chemical-coated herb mix¬ 
tures can have dangerous 
side effects. 

“I’m here for one pur¬ 
pose, and that’s to pass the 
ordinance against synthetic 
marijuana. It’s under the 
counter, it’s sold at gas sta¬ 
tions, and right now, it’s 
legal,” District Judge Cathy 
Prewitt told city commis - 
sioners. “This ordinance is 
not perfect. It will be chal¬ 
lenged. But you have a lot of 
support for this. And you will 
have law enforcement be - 
hind you to make arrests. It’s 
a start.” — AP

IN LEXINGTON

Free tax volunteers help families file taxes 


The Kentucky Asset 
Success Initiative (KASI) 
will operate a free tax 
preparation site at the 
Mason County Extension 
Office in Mason County 
this year. The dates are Feb. 
16 and Feb. 23 at 9 a.m. — 

5 p.m. KASI is a coalition 
of agencies and organiza¬ 
tions seeking to empower 
low-and moderate-income 
Kentuckians through a 
variety of asset-building 
programs. Families with 
a household income less 


than $50,000 are eligible 
for the free tax preparation 
service. 

On Jan. 31,2012 free tax 
preparation services for 
eligible individuals and 
families will kick off in 
Mason County. IRS certi¬ 
fied volunteers will be 
present to prepare and 
submit federal and state 
income tax returns. Ap¬ 
pointments can be made by 
calling 502-209-5382 and 
requesting Mason County. 

In 2011, KASI operated 


sites helped 11,256 working 
families claim tax refunds 
totaling $15.9 million, 
generating $24,3 million 
of economic activity in 
their communities. This 
year, working families with 
three or more children 
and an income less than 
$49,078 if married and 
filing a joint return may 
be eligible for a maximum 
Earned Income Tax Credit 
(EITC) of $5,751. KASFs 
member coalitions will 
host more than 75 sites in 


2012. 

The goal of the free tax 
preparation sites is to 
ensure that more eligible 
households claim EITC 
and receive their full re - 
funds rather than paying 
preparation fees or being 
tempted by high interest 
refund anticipation loans, 
according to Andrea Miller, 
who will be coordinating 
this event in partnership 
with the Mason County 
Extension Office and the 
Women's Crisis Center- 


Buffalo Trace. “For many 
families, a tax refund is the 
largest one-time influx 
of money all year, and the 
economic boost for indi¬ 
viduals and communities 
is significant." The IRS 
estimates that as many as 
twenty percent of taxpay¬ 
ers who are eligible for the 
EITC do not claim it. 

Filers must bring the fol¬ 
lowing documents to their 
appointment: photo ID 
and social security card for 
each person on the return, 


all W-2 and/or 1099 forms, 
payments for child care 
expenses, plus name, ad¬ 
dress, EIN or SSN of child 
care provider. Form 1098- 
T if applicable, student 
loan interest paid in 2011, 
mortgage and property tax 
information, routing and 
account information for 
direct deposit and a copy 
of your 2010 tax return if 
available. Returns are filed 
electronically and refunds 
are usually available in 
7-10 days.

bags of ashes and then no¬ 
ticed that urns were miss¬ 
ing from the crematory. 

He said he would con¬ 
sult records to replace 
the urns with the specific 
style they were originally 
in.

Irish character actor 
David Kelly dies at 82 

STARRED IN ‘WAKING NED,’‘CHOCOLATE FACTORY’

DUBLIN | Irish char¬ 
acter actor David Kelly, 
who played Grandpa Joe in 
“Charlie and the Chocolate 
Factory” and motorcycled 
naked in “Waking Ned 
Devine,” has died. He was 
82. 

His family and friends 
said Kelly died Sunday in 
Dublin after an acting ca¬ 
reer on stage, film, TV and 
radio that spanned a half- 
century. His cause of death 
was not announced. 

Kelly was best known in 
Ireland for his 1980 depic¬ 
tion of doomed tenement 
dweller Rashers Tierney 
in the historical miniseries 
“Strumpet City” and for 
his large body of work as a 
Dublin stage actor in the 
1950s and 1960s. 

British and Irish TV 
viewers also could rec¬ 
ognize his face and bony 
frame from short, usually 
comedic turns on myriad 
soaps and sitcoms, most 
memorably as a work- 
dodging Irish builder op¬ 
posite John Cleese in a 1975 
episode of “Fawlty Tow¬ 
ers.” He also played a dim- 
witted, one-armed dish¬ 
washer in the late 1970s 
British sitcom “Robin's 
Nest.” 


A longtime colleague, 
Gate Theatre director 
Michael Colgan, noted 
Kelly's old-school charms, 
punctuated by his propen¬ 
sity for bow ties and smart 
suits. 

“In rehearsal he had a 
biting wit. He wouldn't do 
a part unless he knew he 
could bring something to it 
no one else could,” Colgan 
said. 

Whenever he was film¬ 
ing programs at Irish 
broadcasters RTE, Kelly 
was a common sight for 
Dubliner commuters on 
the bus traveling from his 
native district of Goat- 
stown. Kelly was always 
at the back of the bus, ap¬ 
pearing to be talking to 
himself, but actually mem¬ 
orizing his day's lines. 

Irish comedian Niall To¬ 
bin, who worked alongside 
Kelly in the 1990s village 
comedy-drama series 
“Ballykissangel,” said Kelly 
“would make you laugh 
all the time. Even when 
he was in the depths of a 
hangover, he would make 
you laugh.” 

Usually consigned to bit 
parts in film, Kelly's two 
most prominent roles came 
late in life. 

In 1998's “Waking Ned 
Devine” he portrayed an 
Irish villager who must im¬ 


personate the late Devine 
to collect a huge lottery 
win — and finds himself 
hurtling down a muddy 
road, naked apart from his 
motorcycle helmet, socks 
and shoes, to keep the ruse 
intact. 

Kelly often joked that his 
career took off in his 70s 
once casting agents finally 
knew about his sexy body. 

In 2005 he played Char¬ 
lie Bucket's grandfatherly 
escort in Tim Burton's 
adaptation of the fantasy 
world of Willy Wonka. 
That year he also received 
a lifetime achievement 
award from the Irish Film 
& Television Academy. 

His final role was in 
2007's fantasy film “Star¬ 
dust,” in which he played 
the guard between the 
English village of Wall and 
the magical kingdom of 
Stormhold. 

Kelly's Dublin funeral at 
the Catholic Church of the 
Miraculous Medal and cre¬ 
mation are scheduled for 
Thursday. He is survived 
by his wife, actress Lau¬ 
rie Morton, and their two 
children.

Charles Anthony, Met 
record-holder, dies at 82

NEW YORK | Charles 
Anthony, a character 
singer who set the record 
for most appearances at 
the Metropolitan Opera 
— 2,928 — during a career 
that spanned from 1954 to 
2010, died Wednesday. He 
was 82. 

Anthony, a tenor, died at 
his home in Tampa, Fla., 
from kidney failure fol¬ 
lowing a long illness, Met 
spokesman Peter Clark 
said. 

Beginning his career at 
the old Met on Broadway 
and moving uptown with 
the company to its new 
home at Lincoln Center 
for the Performing Arts 
in 1966, Anthony was a 
“comprimario,” or sup¬ 
porting singer. 

He shared the stage with 
the greatest classical art¬ 
ists of several eras, per¬ 
forming in the Met debuts 
of Marian Anderson, Birgit 
Nilsson, Jon Vickers, 
Leontyne Price, Franco 
Corelli, Joan Sutherland, 
Elisabeth Schwarzkopf 
and Jose Carreras. 

“It's no exaggeration to 
say that Charlie Anthony 
is the soul of the Metro¬ 
politan Opera,” Joseph 
Volpe, then the Met's gen¬ 
eral manager, said when 
Anthony was honored 
during an intermission in 
Puccini's “Tosca” in 2004. 

Born Calogero Antonio 
Caruso in New Orleans in 
1929, Anthony entered the

Met's Auditions of the Air 
competition in 1952. 

Met general manager 
Rudolf Bing feared that 
the public would think he 
was related to the great 
tenor Enrico Caruso and 
that the young singer 
would be burdened with 
expectations — so Bing 
persuaded him to change 
his name a half-hour be¬ 
fore air time. 

Milton Cross, the Met's 
broadcast host, apparently 
played a role in the deci¬ 
sion on what name to take. 

“I couldn't think of any¬ 
thing, so we just dropped 
Caruso, which made 
grandfather furious,” An¬ 


thony told The New York 
Times in 1992. 

Anthony made his Met 
debut as the Simpleton in 
Mussorsky's “Boris Go¬ 
dunov” on March 6,1954, 
with George London in the 
title role. 

“Probably few who saw 
the performance will for¬ 
get him,” the Times wrote 
two days later. “Anthony 
had better be careful. If 
he does other bit parts so 
vividly, he'll be stamped as 
a character singer for life.” 

Which is exactly what 
happened. 

His most frequent roles 
were the Innkeeper in 
Strauss' “Der Rosenkava- 
lier” (159), Ruiz in Verdi's 
“II Trovatore” (141), Gas- 
tone in Verdi's “La Tra¬ 
viata'' (136) and Spoletta 
in “Tosca.” 

On Feb. 17,1992, sing¬ 
ing the role of Borsa the 
courtier in Verdi's “Rigo- 
letto,” Anthony made 
his 2,396th appearance, 
breaking the record bari¬ 
tone George Cehanovsky 
set from 1926-66. Con¬ 
ductor James Levine is 
now second at 2,442. 

Anthony sang his fare¬ 
well as Emperor Altoum in 
Puccini's “Turandot” on 
Jan. 28, 2010. 

Survivors include his 
wife, Eleanor; son, An¬ 
thony Caruso; daughters 
Anna Beth Burgmeier and 
Barbara Liriano; seven 
grandchildren; and two 
great grandchildren. A 
private funeral is sched¬ 
uled for Saturday. 


Thousands expected for dedication

“but all Bosnians are invit¬ 
ed and we want Americans 
to come as well,” she said. 

While some who attend 
will stay with family, she 
said hotels and camp¬ 
grounds are sure to get 
many visitors. 

She said the conven¬ 
tion will include a meeting 
of U.S. Bosnian Islamic 
leaders and will celebrate 
accomplishments of Bos- 
nian-Americans.

WALL STREET 

DOW FALLS 97 POINTS, 
WORST SHOWING 
THIS YEAR 

NEW YORK | Stocks 
slumped Wednesday in one 
of their worst showings 
this year as Greece, slog¬ 
ging through negotiations 
with other countries over 
a bailout, once again cast 
a long shadow over the fi¬ 
nancial markets. 

The Dow Jones indus¬ 
trial average dropped 
97.33 points to close at 
12,780.95. It was the worst 
one-day decline for the 
Dow this year, and the 
index narrowly avoided 
its first triple-digit loss 
for the year. The average 
was down as much as 125 
points. 

The Standard & Poor's 
500 and the Nasdaq com¬ 
posite index climbed ten¬ 
tatively through the morn¬ 
ing but gave up their gains 
by afternoon. The S&P fell 
7.27 points to 1,343.23. The 
Nasdaq fell 16 points to 

2,915.83. 

The declines were 
broad, with nine of the 
10 industry groups in the 
S&P recording losses. The 
only group that didn't was 
materials, which was flat. 
Only five of the 30 stocks 
in the Dow rose for the day, 
and just barely. 

In a 3 1 /2-hour confer¬ 
ence call with the finance 
ministers of the other 16 
countries that use the euro, 
Greece offered assurances 
that it had found €325 mil¬ 
lion in budget cuts in addi¬ 
tion to harsh measures that 
it has already promised. 

But in a sign of the dis - 
trust that has built during 
the European debt crisis, 
particularly among richer 
countries, a European of¬ 
ficial said Greece would 
need tighter oversight of 
its budget before it receives 
another bailout. — AP

Nothing seems too Lin-con¬ 
ceivable now after Jeremy Lin's 
incredible first week as an NBA 
starter, and the story keeps get¬ 
ting better.

“I don’t know when 
there’s an ending. Maybe 
there won’t,” coach Mike 
D’Antoni said. 

Lin’s story has blown 
straight past the New York 
sports pages and all their 
cute headlines like “Va- 
Lin-tine’s Day,” all the 
way to a basketball-crazed 
continent on the other 
side of the world, where 
he’s been “kind of like the 
great Asian hope,” said 
Orin Starn, professor and 
chair of Cultural Anthro¬ 
pology at Duke. 

Lin has done wonders 
for shares of Madison 
Square Garden Inc., the 
company that owns the 
Knicks, the Garden and 
the namesake sports 
network. The stock has 
surged 9 percent since Lin 


began his heroics Feb. 4, 
reaching an all-time high 
of $33.18 earlier this week 
before retreating slightly 
to close at $31.91 Wednes¬ 
day. 

“Rangers and Knicks 
fans do tend to buy the 
stock when the teams are 
doing well,” said Miller 
Tabak analyst David Joyce. 

And Linsanity has 
reached America’s most 
powerful basketball fan, 
with President Barack 
Obama talking about Lin’s 
winner Wednesday. 

White House spokes¬ 
man Jay Carney said Lin 
was “just a great story, and 
the president was saying 
as much this morning.” 

Lin arrived in New York 
in December with no 
guarantee he would last 
more than a few weeks. 
Already cut by Golden 
State and Houston this 
season, he was so hesitant 
to get comfortable in his 


new home that he refused 
to even get his own. 

Instead, he slept at his 
brother’s place in the city, 
and crashed on teammate 
Landry Fields’ couch the 
night before his breakout 
game against New Jersey 
on Feb. 4. 

Even an Ivy League 
education couldn’t help 
Lin explain what’s hap¬ 
pened since — scoring the 
most points (136) in any 
player’s first five games 
as a starter since the NBA 
merged with the ABA in 
1976, and a contract that’s 
guaranteed for the rest of 
the season. 

“No, but I believe in 
an all-powerful and all- 
knowing God who does 
miracles,” Lin said. 

If that sounds famil¬ 
iar, yes, Lin has been 
frequently compared 
to Denver quarterback 
Tim Tebow. Both relied 
on their faith as much as 
their previously over¬ 
looked skills to guide them 
through hot streaks that 
made them sensations 
even beyond their sports. 

Tebow carried the Bron¬ 
cos right into the playoffs, 
and now there are some 
who believe Lin can do the 
same with the Knicks. 

The Knicks were 40-1 
odds to win the NBA 
championship on Bovada. 
lv before Lin’s run began. 
Now, they’re down to 18-1 


and conjuring up mem¬ 
ories of another New 
York team. 

“A guy like this is 
great for the game and 
has drawn a lot of in¬ 
terest from bettors on 
the Knicks games also,” 
Kevin Bradley, the sports 
book’s manager, said in a 
statement. “I am having 
visions of how the pub¬ 
lic was treating the Gi¬ 
ants going into the Su¬ 
per Bowl being the hot¬ 
test team in the NFL and 
costing us a mint, and 
right now the Knicks are 
by far the biggest loser 
for the book.” 

Not everybody is 
convinced. Boxer Floyd 
Mayweather Jr. played 
down Lin mania on 
Twitter, saying that Lin 
is just doing what plenty 
of black players do but 
is getting more atten¬ 
tion because of his Asian 
heritage. 

And Lin is certain to 
cool off. It’s one thing 
to beat teams such as 
the Nets and Wizards 
when they’ve barely had 
time to learn your name. 
It’s another when NBA 
defenses are prepared to 
stop you. 

“He’s a marked man 
now. He’s not going to 
sneak up on anybody, 
and every night’s going 
to be tough,” D’Antoni 
said.

Penn State’s Paterno 
remembered at Pa. memorial

HARRISBURG, Pa. | 
Former Penn State football 
coach Joe Paterno was re¬ 
membered at a memorial 
Mass on Wednesday as an 
inspirational leader, devot¬ 
ed family man and someone 
who tried to live according 
to the tenets of his religion. 

“He was not afraid to be 
the fully alive human being 
that God called him to be,” 
said Bishop Joseph McFad- 
den, during the 90-minute 
ceremony at the Cathedral 
Parish of St. Patrick in 
downtown Harrisburg. 

Paterno’s son Scott re¬ 
called how his father valued 
a round, wooden dining 
room table, describing it as 
a metaphor for his inclusive 
approach to life. 

“That table was to my fa¬ 
ther what the Academy was 
to Plato,” Scott Paterno said. 

Joe Paterno died at age 
85 last month after a brief 
battle with lung cancer. 

The final months of his life 


were marked by a child sex- 
abuse scandal for which 
his former assistant, Jerry 
Sandusky, awaits trial on 52 
criminal counts. Sandusky 
denies the allegations. 

Scott Paterno said his 
father showed courage and 
confidence as death ap¬ 
proached, and he exhibited 
no fear or anxiety. 

“I watched my father 
live every day he had left 
without malice in his heart 
or bitterness on his lips,” he 
told the hundreds of people 
inside the cavernous Roman 
Catholic church. “He was 
determined at every turn, 
in every moment, to ensure 
that he made an impact.” 

Among the attendees 
was Gov. Tom Corbett, 
who did not speak at the 
memorial but told reporters 
afterward he wanted to be 
there because he missed the 
Jan. 25 funeral and memo¬ 
rial services in State Col¬ 
lege, where thousands of 
mourners packed the bas - 
ketball arena following the 
former coach’s burial.

Maddon agrees to 3-year extension with Rays 


2011 MANAGER OFTHE YEAR 
STAYS IN TAMPA BAY

ST. PETERSBURG, Fla. 

| The reigning AL man¬ 
ager of the year isnT going 
anywhere. 

That is, unless you’re 
counting spring training, 
where Joe Maddon is eager 
to get to work after agree¬ 
ing to a three-year con¬ 
tract extension that could 
keep him in Tampa Bay’s 
dugout through 2015. 

The Rays formally an¬ 
nounced the deal with 
the 58-year-old manager 
during a news confer¬ 
ence at Tropicana Field on 
Wednesday. 

Maddon has led the 
team to the playoffs three 
of the past four seasons 
and believes they have an 
excellent chance of getting 
back again this year. 

Maddon said while he’s 
flattered by speculation 
that he would have been 
attractive to other teams 


if the Rays had not locked 
him up long-term that 
he had no desire to leave 
Tampa Bay, which has 
a talented young roster 
capable of contending for 
championships for years 
to come. 

“I know the grass — the 
turf — is not any greener 
anywhere else,” Maddon 
said. “I wanted to be here.” 

Maddon is 495-477 in 
six seasons with the Rays, 
who struggled through a 
decade of futility before 
finally posting the first 
winning record in fran¬ 
chise history in 2008, 
when they not only de¬ 
fied the odds by finishing 
ahead of the New York 
Yankees and Boston Red 
Sox for AL East title but 
made their first World Se¬ 
ries appearance. 

Tampa Bay won argu¬ 
ably baseball’s toughest 
division again in 2010, 
then overcame a nine- 
game deficit in September 


to edge Boston for the AL 
wild-card spot on the final 
night of last season. 

Maddon has excelled 
despite fielding a team, 
whose payroll is among 
the lowest in baseball. A 
year ago, the Rays lost six 
key players to free agency 
and traded two others, 
yet won 91 games to fin¬ 
ish second in the AL East, 
which traditionally has 
been dominated by the big 
spending Yankees and Red 
Sox. 

“We’ve really grown a 
lot over the last several 
years,” said Maddon, who 
lost 101 games in 2006 — 
his first with Tampa Bay 
— and 96 the following 
seasons. 

The Rays have averaged 
92 wins the past four sea¬ 
sons. 

And with one of base - 
ball’s youngest and deep¬ 
est pitching rotations and 
what could be an improved 
offensive attack led by 
Evan Longoria, B.J. Upton, 
Ben Zobrist, Carlos Pena 
and Luke Scott, Maddon 
said the club has every¬ 
thing it takes to return to

the postseason. 

“We’ve come up short 
the last two years in the 
playoffs, but we did get 
there,” Maddon said, al¬ 
luding losses to Texas in 
the divisional round in 
2010 and 2011. 


“We’ve got to extend 
that a little bit as we move 
forward_It’s about win¬ 

ning. It is about getting to 
the last game of the season 
and winning it the next 
time we get a chance to be 
there.” 


Rays executive vice 
president of baseball op¬ 
erations Andrew Friedman 
lauded Maddon’s ability 
to connect with players, 
develop young talent and 
always “put the franchise 
first” in making decisions. 


UK, deaf fan settle suit over closed-captioning

LOUISVILLE | Charles 
Mitchell won’t be able to 
hear the crowd noise or 
announcements when 
he goes to a University of 
Kentucky football game 
this fall, but he will be able 
to track announcements 
and read the words to “My 
Old Kentucky Home.” 

Mitchell, a deaf football 
season ticket holder from 
Lancaster, Ky., and the 
university have settled a 
lawsuit over closed-cap¬ 
tioning at Commonwealth 
Stadium. The parties told 


U.S. District Judge Joseph 
M. Hood on Tuesday they 
had reached an agreement. 

One of Mitchell’s at¬ 
torneys, Laren Knoll of 
Columbus, Ohio, told The 
Associated Press that cap¬ 
tions for all public address 
announcements should 
be on the scoreboard and 
ribbon boards when the 
Wildcats kickoff Sept. 8 
against Kent State. Knoll 
said the practice started 
late last year, but should be 
fully implemented by the 
2012 season. 

“It’s a good start,” Knoll 
said. “Hopefully, he feels 
more included this year.” 


University of Kentucky 
spokesman DeWayne 
Peevy said the school 
added the captioning when 
it spent $6.5 million to in¬ 
stall new scoreboards and 
ribbon boards at the sta¬ 
dium last year. Peevy did 
not have a specific cost for 
adding closed-captioning 
to the boards. 

“We put it all in togeth¬ 
er,” Peevy said. 

Mitchell sued in May 
seeking to force the uni¬ 
versity to put captions for 
all game announcements 
on the scoreboards of the 
stadium under the Ameri¬ 
cans With Disabilities Act, 


which bars discrimination 
against people with dis - 
abilities. The suit was simi¬ 
lar to cases brought against 
Ohio State University and 
the NFL’s Washington Red¬ 
skins. 

The Kentucky lawsuit 
arose about a year ago after 
Mitchell sent an email to 
the University of Kentucky 
requesting the school pro¬ 
vide captioning at Com¬ 
monwealth Stadium for 
home football games. Knoll 
said the school didn’t re¬ 
spond to that request and 
denied a similar request 
from individuals who were 
deaf or hard of hearing. 


The final settlement 
paperwork hasn’t been 
filed with the court, but is 
due to Hood by March 2. 
Knoll said along with an¬ 
nouncements, the school 
will put up the lyrics to 
“My Old Kentucky Home,” 
which is traditionally sung 
at games, and the “Star 
Spangled Banner.” 

In the case of the Wash¬ 
ington Redskins, the team 
added closed-captioning 
to the scoreboard of Fed¬ 
Ex Field shortly after three 
people sued in 2006. The 
lawsuit went forward and 
a federal judge ruled that 
the team’s failure to put the 


lyrics of songs played in the 
stadium on the scoreboard, 
among other omissions 
violated the law. 

A federal appeals court 
upheld that decision last 
year. 

Ohio State spends about 
$3,000 per football game 
and $i,000-$i,500 for 
other athletic events on the 
accommodation. 

The school captions all 
public address and play- 
by-play announcements at 
the bottom of a large video 
scoreboard of the football 
stadium and on television 
screens in the concourse 
areas.

“But I had some num¬ 
bers that went up a little bit 
and that was the indicator 
something was wrong.” 

While the initial news 
after a blood test last spring 
was surprising for the only 
player in NBA history to 
average a triple-double for 
an entire season (1961-62), 
it wasn’t the first serious 
medical issue he’s faced 
since his playing days. 

In 1997 Robertson do¬ 
nated a kidney to his then- 
33-year-old daughter Tia, 
who was suffering from lu¬ 
pus. That was a no-brainer 
for the father of two. 

But with no previous his - 
tory of prostate cancer in 
his family, he had to revert 
back to lessons he learned 
during his playing days and 
went into scouting-mode 
against his new opponent. 

“I got on the Internet and 
found out about cures like 
radiation and some kind 
of process called protons,” 
Robertson recalled. “I talk¬ 
ed to lot of doctors about it 
and decided I’d rather have 
mine taken out.” 

Robertson sought a non- 
invasive procedure and 
doctors in Ohio eventually 
steered him to Dr. Vipul 
Patel, a renowned urologist 
in Orlando. The most expe¬ 
rienced surgeon worldwide 
over all surgical specialties, 
Patel had performed more 
than 3,500 robotic prostate 
surgeries. 

Having grown up in Los 
Angeles and been a fan of 
the hometown Lakers, Patel 
instantly made the name 
connection. After a brief 
consultation Robertson was 
sold and flew to Florida. 

“Obviously, the Big O, 
everybody knows him,” 
Patel said. “I actually met 
him in person the day be - 
fore surgery. He’d already 
decided what he wanted to 
do.” 

The procedure was per¬ 
formed and he was able to 
go home the next day. Now 
approaching a year follow¬ 
ing the surgery, Patel said 
Robertson is cancer-free 
and has an excellent prog¬ 
nosis going forward. 


During his more than 60 - 
year association with bas - 
ketball, Robertson earned 
both championships and 
pioneer status. 

Now, much like he did 
in helping out a future 
generation of NBA players 
in achieving a more favor¬ 
able work environment, 
Robertson has shifted his 
attention to helping others 
through his own experi¬ 
ence. 

“I’ve learned that it is 
something that will get all 
men before you leave this 
earth,” Robertson said. “If 
it’s a situation where you 
have to get it taken out, take 
it out. If not, go on with 
your life. 

“There have been situa¬ 
tions for people I know that 
didn’t survive. I guess I was 
one of the lucky ones.” 

He’s working with Patel’s 
newly-formed Interna¬ 
tional Prostate Cancer 
Foundation. 

A founder of the National 
Basketball Retired Players 
Association, Robertson also 
has already reached out to 
associates across the NBA, 
including current NBA 
players’ union executive di¬ 
rector Billy Hunter, to enlist 
their help in future aware¬ 
ness initiatives. 


According to the Na¬ 
tional Cancer Institute, 
African-American men 
have the highest incidence 
rate for prostate cancer in 
the United States and are 
twice as likely to die from it 
as white males. 

“No doubt about. I want 
to raise awareness in all 
communities,” Robertson 
said.

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As many as 300 killed in Honduras prison fire 

WORLD’S DEADLIEST 
IN 8 DECADES

TEGUCIGALPA, Hon¬ 
duras | A fire started by 
an inmate tore through 
an overcrowded prison in 
Honduras, burning and 
suffocating screaming men 
in their locked cells as res - 
cuers desperately searched 
for keys. As many as 300 
people were killed in the 
world's deadliest prison 
fire in eight decades. 

The local governor, 
who was once a prison 
employee, told reporters 
Wednesday that an inmate 
called her moments before 
the blaze broke out and 
screamed: “I will set this 
place on fire and we are all 
going to die!" 

Comayagua Gov. Paola 
Castro said she called the 
Red Cross and fire brigade 
immediately. But firefight¬ 
ers said they were kept 
outside for half an hour by 
guards who fired their guns 
in the air, thinking they 
had a riot or a breakout on 
their hands. 

Officials have long had 
little control over condi¬ 
tions inside many Hondu¬ 
ran prisons, where inmates 
have largely unfettered 
access to cell phones and 
other contraband. 

Survivors told investiga¬ 
tors the unidentified in¬ 
mate yelled “We will all die 
here!" as he lit fire to his 
bedding late Tuesday night 
in the prison in the central 
town of Comayagua, north 
of the capital of Teguci¬ 
galpa. The lockup housed 
people convicted of serious 
crimes such as homicide 
and armed robbery. 

The blaze spread within 
minutes, killing about 100 
inmates in their cells as 
firefighters struggled to 
find officials who had keys, 
Comayagua fire depart¬ 
ment spokesman Josue 
Garcia said. 


“We couldn't get them 
out because we didn't have 
the keys and couldn't find 
the guards who had them," 
Garcia said. 

Other prisoners were 
set free by guards but died 
from the flames or smoke 
as they tried to flee into 
the fields surrounding the 
facility, where prisoners 
grew corn and beans on a 
state-run farm. 

Rescuers carried shirt- 
less, semiconscious pris¬ 
oners from the facility by 
their arms and legs. One 
hauled a victim away by 
piggyback. 

Comayagua, which 
houses members of the 
nation's largest gangs, 
was built in the 1940s 
for 400 inmates, but its 
population had more than 
doubled to 852, with only 
100 guards to maintain 
order. Unlike U.S. prisons, 
where locks can be released 
automatically in an emer¬ 
gency, Honduran prisons 
are infamous for being old, 
overcrowded hotbeds of 
conflict and crime. 

Survivor Ever Lopez, 

24, who was serving time 
for homicide, said he was 
sleeping when the fire 
broke out about 11 p.m. 

“I saw the smoke from 
cell block 6 and it spread 
throughout the prison," he 
said. “The other prisoners 
and I broke through the 
roof with our bare hands 
and fled. Thank God I'm 
alive." 

Officials said 272 people 
were confirmed dead, 
but many prisoners were 
unaccounted for and the 
death toll could go to 300 
or more. Among the dead 
were six prisoners who 
drowned after trying to 
seek refuge in a water tank. 
There were 852 people in 
the prison at the time of 
the blaze. 

A prisoner identified as 
Silverio Aguilar told HRN 


Radio that he first knew 
something was wrong 
when he heard a scream of 
“Fire! Fire!" 

“For a while, nobody lis - 
tened. But after a few min¬ 
utes, which seemed like an 
eternity, a guard appeared 
with keys and let us out," 
he said. 

He said there were 60 
prisoners packed into his 
cell. 

National prison system 
director Danilo Orellana 
defended the guards' deci¬ 
sion to keep firefighters 
out as flames lit up the 
night sky. 

“The guards first 
thought they had a prison 
break, so they followed the 
law saying no one could 
enter to prevent unneces¬ 
sary deaths," he said. 

Honduran President 
Porfirio Lobo said on na¬ 
tional television that he 
had suspended the coun¬ 
try's top penal officials, 


including Orellana, and 
would request internation¬ 
al assistance in carrying 
out a thorough investiga¬ 
tion. 

“This is a day of pro¬ 
found sadness," Lobo said. 

Outraged relatives of 
dead inmates tried to 
storm the gates of the pris¬ 
on Wednesday morning 
to recover the remains of 
their loves ones, witnesses 
told The Associated Press. 
The crowds were driven 
back by police officers fir¬ 
ing tear gas. 

Channel 5 television 
showed dozens of inmates' 
relatives hurling rocks at 
officers. 

“We want to see the 
body," shouted Juan Mar¬ 
tinez, whose son was re¬ 
ported dead. “We'll be here 
until we get to do that." 

Danilo Orellana, direc¬ 
tor of the national prison 
system, said the convicts 
were allowed to work out¬ 


doors, unlike those held in 
a maximum-security facil¬ 
ity for the country's most 
dangerous prisoners in the 
capital, Tegucigalpa. 

Located in the middle of 
irrigated fields and several 
large ponds, the prison was 
comprised of eight build¬ 
ings set close together, 
with an open, dirt prison 
yard within a central com¬ 
pound. A single dirt road 
led into the facility, which 
has a soccer field on the 
property. 

Honduras has one of 
the world's highest rates 
of violent crime, and its 
overcrowded and dilapi¬ 
dated prisons have been hit 
by a string of deadly riots 
and fires in recent years. 
Officials have repeat¬ 
edly pledged to improve 
conditions, only to say 
they don't have sufficient 
funds. 

Tuesday's blaze was the 
world's deadliest prison 


fire since 1930, when 322 
prisoners were killed in 
Ohio. 

The U.S. State Depart¬ 
ment has criticized Hon¬ 
duras for “harsh prison 
conditions" and violence 
against detainees. 

A 2004 fire at a state 
prison north of the Hon¬ 
duran capital killed more 
than 100 incarcerated gang 
members. A fire a year 
earlier at a nearby facility 
killed 70 gang members. 
And in 1994, a fire sparked 
by an overheated refrigera¬ 
tor motor in an overcrowd¬ 
ed Honduras prison killed 
103 people. 

Honduran authorities 
have repeatedly pledged 
to improve conditions, 
but human rights groups 
say little has been done in 
the country of 7.6 million 
people, a major transit 
route for drugs headed 
from South America to the 
United States. 
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House leaders praise 
emerging payroll tax cut deal

WASHINGTON | Con¬ 
gressional leaders of both 
parties praised an emerg¬ 
ing deal Wednesday to 
extend a payroll tax cut 
and extra jobless benefits 
through 2012, but cau¬ 
tioned that bargainers 
still had to nail down final 
details. 

The rare, bipartisan 


consensus reflected a de¬ 
sire by both parties to put 
the long-running drama 
over the issue to rest and 
a shared sense that their 
tentative agreement was 
probably the best deal they 
could get. The pact came 
together after House Re¬ 
publicans conceded that 
the roughly $100 billion 
payroll tax cut would not 
have to be paid for with 
spending cuts.

“Ido expect, if the 
agreement comes together 
like I expect it will, the 
House should vote this 
week," House Speaker John 
Boehner, R-Ohio, told re¬ 
porters. 

House Minority Leader 
Nancy Pelosi, D-Calif., 
said Democrats were 
pleased that the package 
will extend the payroll tax 
cut and extra jobless ben¬ 
efits and block a 27 percent 
cut in doctors' Medicare 
reimbursements. Without 
action, the tax cut, added 
unemployment benefits 
and current rate of Medi¬ 
care benefits would other¬ 
wise expire March 1. 

“We're way down the 
road from where we were 
just a few days ago," she 
said in a brief interview. 

Senate Finance Commit¬ 
tee Chairman Max Baucus, 
D-Mont., one of the bar¬ 
gainers on the legislation, 
said there were “just a 
couple of little wrinkles" 
left that he believed would 
be resolved on Wednesday. 

“I think a lot of people 
realize Congress is not en¬ 
joying a great reputation," 
he told reporters. “Both 
sides recognized the need 
to get this done." 

Lawmakers said among 
the unresolved items were 
details of the savings to be 
used to pay for about $50 
billion of the roughly $150 
billion package. 

Once finalized, the mea¬ 
sure would be an election- 
year victory for President 
Barack Obama, who made 
the payroll tax cut a key¬ 
stone of his largely ignored 
jobs creation plan in Sep¬ 
tember. 

On Tuesday, House Re¬ 
publicans emerging from a 
closed-door meeting said 
reaction to the package was 
generally positive, with 
some saying it reflected a 
desire to avoid spending 
months debating an issue 
that cost them dearly last 
year.

Coroner seeking Houston 
medical, pharmacy records

LOS ANGELES | The 
Los Angeles County 
coroner's office has issued 
subpoenas for medical 
and pharmacy records 
from Whitney Hous - 
ton's doctors and medi¬ 
cal providers — standard 
procedure in such inves¬ 
tigations, an official said 
Wednesday. 

Assistant Chief Coroner 
Ed Winter said the re - 
quest is made in virtually 
all death investigations 
because it can shed addi¬ 
tional light on how people 
died and whether they had 
any serious medical con¬ 
ditions. 


“We've already contact¬ 
ed a number of doctors 
with requests for records," 
he said. 

Winter said that at this 
point, there is nothing 
unusual about how his of¬ 
fice is proceeding with the 
Houston death investiga¬ 
tion. 

Investigators found sev¬ 
eral bottles of prescription 
medication in the Beverly 
Hills, California, hotel 
room where Houston died 
Saturday. Winter has said 
they weren't an unusually 
large number. Detectives 
have declined to disclose 
which medications were 
found.

It could be weeks be¬ 
fore the coroner's office 
completes toxicology tests 
to establish the cause of 
death. 

Houston died just hours 
before she was scheduled 
to perform at producer 
Clive Davis' pre-Grammy 
Awards party. Her fam¬ 
ily plans a private church 
service Saturday in her 
hometown of Newark, 
New Jersey. 

Houston, a sensation 
from her first album in 
1985, was one of the 
world's best-selling art¬ 
ists from the mid-1980s 
to the late 1990s, turning 
out such hits as “I Wanna 
Dance With Somebody," 
"How Will I Know," "The 
Greatest Love of All" and 
“I Will Always Love You." 

But as she struggled 
with drugs, her majestic 
voice became raspy, and 
she couldn't hit the high 
notes. 

Medical records have 


become crucial in celeb¬ 
rity death investigations, 
including inquiries into 
what killed actress Brit¬ 
tany Murphy and pop su¬ 
perstar Michael Jackson. 
Murphy's cause of death 
was not drug-related, the 
coroner's office deter¬ 
mined. 

Jackson's personal 
physician, Conrad Mur¬ 
ray, was convicted of in¬ 
voluntary manslaughter 
for the singer's death. He 
had been giving the en¬ 
tertainer nightly doses of 
the anesthetic propofol 
in Jackson's bedroom as a 
sleep aid but kept no re - 
cords of the treatments. 

Law enforcement can 
access California's pre¬ 
scription drug monitor¬ 
ing database known as 
CURES, which contains 
more than 100 million 
prescriptions. The data 
culled from pharmacies 
can determine whether 
doctors are prescribing 
outside the course of nor¬ 
mal medical practice and 
see if a patient is getting 
multiple prescriptions 
from various physicians, 
commonly known as doc¬ 
tor shopping.

PARENTS IN KY. LACK SCHOOL CHOICE PROGRAMS 

Dear editor, 

Let us imagine only being able to buy groceries at a super¬ 
market located in a district to which we have been assigned. 
Law requires that we prepay for these groceries through 
taxes deducted from our wages. The supermarket is guaran¬ 
teed our business, thus no incentive exists for its manage¬ 
ment or staff to provide high quality goods or services. As 
a result we our forced to put up with long lines, unfriendly 
employees, limited choices of items, and less than fresh 
fruits, meats and vegetables. 

While this situation may sound ludicrous when applied to 
the actual reality of grocery shopping, parents in states like 
Kentucky that lack any school choice programs face similar 
situations year after year. Lack of school choice in Kentucky 
produces a strong disconnect between parent preferences 
and actual school enrollment and discourages competition, 
competition that fosters incentives toward better programs, 
service, and outcomes. Contrary to claims by opponents of 
school choice, such programs do not harm public schools. 

According a National Association of Educational Prog¬ 
ress (NAEP) report from 2008, 73 percent of Kentucky's 
eighth graders are not proficient in math, 67 percent of 
them were not proficient in reading, and in 2007,74 percent 
were not proficient in writing. According to the American 
Promise Alliance, only 71.8 percent of Kentucky's children 
graduate from high school, ranking them 27th in the coun¬ 
try in graduation rates. An August 2009 report by Paul Di- 
Perna of the Friedman Foundation for Educational Choice 
found that 86 percent of Kentucky voters prefer choosing 
a school for their child among options that include private, 
charter, virtual schools and homeschooling, yet only 9 per¬ 
cent of Kentucky's K-12 students attend private schools. 
Kentucky does not have any private or charter school 
choice programs. 

Skeptics of school choice will posit the Blain amend¬ 
ment that prevents public funding of any private school in 
Kentucky. This argument is easily overcome as any state 
that is willing to propose a constitutional amendment to 
allow legalized casino gambling can certainly eliminate 
such an outmoded rule. Other critics will claim that school 
choice options siphon away much needed funds that could 
be used to improve public education. However, since the 
1960's public school funding in this country (corrected for 
inflation) has increased by three fold while academic per¬ 
formance has been flat and the United States has become 
less academically competitive world-wide. According to the 
School Choice Advocate, a publication of the Foundation for 
Educational Choice, ten studies using the gold standard of 
“random assignment" to compare students who got vouch¬ 
ers to students who did not, consistently showed positive 
impacts for the voucher recipients. Voucher programs were 
also shown to have a positive impact on public schools, 
while no study has ever found that school choice has a nega¬ 
tive impact on public schools. 

Jan. 22-28 was National School Choice Week. Let us hope 
that the wishes of the majority of voters in the Bluegrass 
state do not continue to fall on deaf ears in Frankfort. If they 
do, the children in our state will continue to face a future of 
academic mediocrity and decline in global competitiveness.

WASHINGTON | It’s nine months until 
Election Day, but President Obama is al¬ 
ready bringing out the big guns. 

Specifically, he is shouldering the Ex¬ 
treme Marshmallow Cannon. 

Obama walked into the State Dining 
Room at midday Tuesday and encountered 
14-year-old Joey Hudy and the com¬ 
pressed-air cannon he invented to launch 
marshmallows as part of a science fair. 

“The Secret Service is going to be mad 
at me about this," the president said, but 
he didn't care. He asked Hudy to hand 
over the gun, told onlookers to step aside, 
pumped up the compressor — and shot a 
confection across the room Thomas Jeffer¬ 
son used as his office. Under the watchful 
gaze of an Abraham Lincoln portrait, the 
projectile narrowly missed a window and 
smacked into a wall near the entrance to 
the Red Room. 

Minutes later, the commander in chief 
went downstairs to the East Room to 
report on his marksmanship, telling the 
assembled TV cameras that he “shot a 
marshmallow through an air gun, which 
was very exciting." 

It was so exciting that White House 
press secretary Jay Carney led off Tuesday 
afternoon's briefing with more talk of the 
Extreme Marshmallow Cannon, suggest¬ 
ing that he would like to arm himself with 
one on the podium. “I hope you enjoyed 
the science fair," he said. “The president 
sure did." Carney then moved on to discuss 
“another moment of the president's day 
that the president enjoyed" — chatting 
with the New York Giants head coach. 

Obama suddenly seems to be enjoying 
himself quite a bit, and no wonder: He just 
might be the luckiest man alive. 

At the last possible moment to save his 
re-election, the economy is beginning to 
hum, as evidenced by Friday's jobs report. 
And Obama's Republican opponents are 
shaping up to be as formidable as, well, 
marshmallows. While Mitt Romney, Newt 
Gingrich and Rick Santorum are making 
each other unelectable, the president is 
singing Al Green, congratulating Super 
Bowl winners, playing with science proj - 
ects, raising obscene amounts of campaign 
cash and watching his poll numbers soar. 

According to historical patterns, the 
high unemployment rate and slow eco¬ 
nomic growth should combine to doom 
Obama. 

But historical patterns do not take into 
account an opponent who says he enjoys 
firing people. This week's Washington 
Post-ABC News poll showed Obama with 


a nine - point lead over Romney and a 
15 -point lead over Gingrich. And political 
handicapper Charlie Cook wrote Tuesday 
about a fundamental shift in Obama's 
prospects, as the GOP position retreats 
from “cautiously optimistic" to “uncer¬ 
tainty." 

In politics, it's better to be lucky than 
good, and Obama has come into an un¬ 
expectedly large quantity of luck. Five 
straight monthly drops in the unemploy¬ 
ment rate have boosted consumer confi¬ 
dence and stock markets. 

And, while Obama does nothing more 
than sit and watch, his opponents are 
alienating the electorate. Conservative 
blogger Erick Erickson summed up the 
disenchantment this week when he said 
that he would rather have the “sweet me - 
teor of death than any of the candidates 
left in the race." Santorum's unexpected 
revival in Tuesday's primaries — essential¬ 
ly a protest vote — indicates that Erickson 
has plenty of company. 

While Romney embraces the birther 
billionaire Donald Trump, he has ceded 
to Obama the political center. The day af¬ 
ter Romney indelicately announced that 
he was “not concerned about the very 
poor," Obama spoke at the National Prayer 
Breakfast about his affection for the Rev. 
Billy Graham and about “the biblical call 
to care for the least of these — for the poor; 
for those at the margins of our society." 

The run of luck has left Obama in buoy¬ 
ant spirits, which were on display in the 
White House on Tuesday. Leaving aside 
the crisis in Syria and a dispute with the 
Catholic bishops, he lingered at the sci¬ 
ence fair to talk to the teen inventors and 
try their toys, including a robot made 
from a trash can (“I'm trying to figure out 
how you got through the metal detectors," 
Obama commented) and sugar packets 
made from dissolving packaging (“Tell me 
when I can buy stock," the president said). 

He turned to three girls from Texas who 
had built rockets, and recounted his own 
experiment of dropping eggs with Sasha 
from the Truman Balcony. “I'm hip to the 
whole egg thing," he said, before agreeing 
to the girls' request for a group hug. 

For a man who has until recently been 
focused on his own survival, it's a new¬ 
found luxury to spend quality time with 
robots and marshmallows. “I've got to say," 
a grinning Obama said, “this is fun."

WASHINGTON 11 write today in praise 
of fig leaves. In politics, as in religion, fig 
leaves have an important place. 

The compromise — or, in the adminis - 
tration's assessment, non-compromise 
— announced by the White House is, in 
essence, a huge regulatory fig leaf. 

Women who work for religiously affili¬ 
ated institutions with moral objections 
to contraception will nonetheless have 
access to contraceptive coverage free of 
charge, just as women who work for other 
employers. They won't have to sign up for 
any different coverage, or pay any addi¬ 
tional money. 

The employers, for their part, won't 
have to pay for the coverage, or say they 
offer it, or even direct employees to places 
where they can obtain it. The extra cost, 
and here is where the fig leaf comes in, 
will be borne by the insurance companies 
themselves. 

This is, of course, a dodge — a quite 
clever and positive one. Everyone gets to 
say that the religious institutions aren't 
“paying for" contraception. But if cover¬ 
ing contraception ends up costing them 
money, you can be sure those costs will 
be passed along, as costs always are, to 
customers. 

The beauty of this dodge is that it is 
entirely possible, even likely, that adding 
the coverage will not raise rates. Easier, 
cheaper access to contraception means 
fewer pregnancies. Pregnancies — and 
the resulting babies — cost insurers far 
more than birth control pills. According 
to the Guttmacher Institute, the federal 
government reported no increase in costs 
after Congress required coverage of con¬ 
traceptives for federal employees in 1998. 
Think of it as immaculate contraceptive 
coverage. 

Of course, fig leaves can leave gaps. 

One big gap in the administration's plan 
involves how to treat religiously affiliated 
institutions that are self-insured. In those 
situations, the employer pays an insur¬ 
ance company to administer the plan but 
bears the cost of medical care directly. 


The administration's approach does not 
necessarily solve the problem for such 
entities. 

The biggest puzzle is how the admin¬ 
istration landed itself in this fix. There 
was going to be no satisfying the Catholic 
bishops. From the church's point of view, 
no exemption could be broad enough. In 
a letter to the Department of Health and 
Human Services, the U.S. Conference of 
Catholic Bishops argued that contracep¬ 
tion “is not properly seen as basic health 
care" and that the mandate “should be 
rescinded in its entirety." 

But the public was not in an uproar 
about the mandate itself. The White 
House's self-inflicted wound involved its 
refusal to write a large-enough exemp¬ 
tion. The administration, balancing be¬ 
tween the ire of women's groups already 
worked up about its refusal to explain 
access to emergency contraceptives and 
the need to avoid alienating Catholics, 
botched the call. 

The president, in his prickly way, ad¬ 
mitted as much in the news conference 
announcing the new plan. Originally, he 
noted, religious institutions were given a 
one -year grace period to figure out how to 
comply with the coverage mandate. 

“Now, after the many genuine concerns 
that have been raised over the last few 
weeks, as well as, frankly, the more cyni¬ 
cal desire on the part of some to make this 
into a political football," Obama said, “it 
became clear that spending months ham¬ 
mering out a solution was not going to be 
an option, that we needed to move this 
faster." Uh, yeah. 

It is excessive and malicious to ac¬ 
cuse Obama of waging a war on religion. 
But you don't have to be conservative or 
Catholic — or male, for that matter — to 
think he flubbed this call and to be re¬ 
lieved that the administration seems to 
have found a way out.

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING CODE OF ORINANACES 
SECTION 231.03 LICENSES; LICENSE FEES 

Summary 

This Ordinance amends Code of Ordinances Section 231.03 to add alcoholic 
beverage license categories for distiller and microbrewery and to add annual 
license fees of $500 for each category. 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY OF MAYSVILLE, 
KENTUCKY, as follows: 

Code of Ordinance Section §231.03 is hereby amended to read in its 
entirety as follows: 

§ 231.03 LICENSES; LICENSE FEES. 

(A) (1) The following kinds of alcoholic beverage licenses, to expire the 
same date as the state license, may be issued under this chapter upon payment 
of the following annual license fees: 


License 

Fee 

Sale of distilled spirits and wine at wholesale 

$750 

Sale of distilled spirits and wine at retail by the package, 

for consumption off the premises 

$450 

Sale of distilled spirits and wine at retail by the glass, 
for consumption on the premises 

$450 

Distribution of beer and malt beverages 

$150 

Sale of beer and malt beverages at retail 

$75 

Distiller’s license 

$500 

Microbrewery 

$500 


(2) Provided, that private clubs shall pay half of the above fees for license 
years beginning July 1, 1983, and thereafter. 

(B) No license listed above shall be deemed to include any other listed 
license, and any person applying for more than 1 above-listed license shall pay 
the aggregate fees therefor.
